imagination or innovation? 
HART: Both. The. man was 
born with a gift and he's smart 
enough to use it. Most people, if 
they were born with debilitating 
green fog belching from their 
mouths, wouldn't know how to 
benefit from it. 

FARHOOD: Do you really 
expect us to believe he was born 
belching this vile gas? 

HART: How else could you 
possibly explain it? 

HUNTER: For starters, how 
about a small tube in his mouth, 
which would of course be 
clearly illegal? 

HART: That's slander and I’m 
going to sue you. 

HUNTER: I’m quaking in my 
boots.

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WHV STAN HANSEN'S CHANGE 
MAKES HIM A MARKED MAN 


One of wrestling's most feared rulebreakers is trving to 
win the favor of the fans. To do so, Stan Hansen must face 
the hatred of his former and very dangerous friends. In 
this kind of war, courage may not be enough 


HERE IS NO hesitation 
in Stan Hansen's voice. 
He speaks like a man sure of 
himself and his decision. He 
has to be. 

"Im a veteran," Hansen 
declares, “and I know the 
risks. A man turns his back 
on his friends in this 
business and he's in real 
trouble. He may even be 
doomed. Its a risk I’m 
taking." 

Hansen then stares at the 
reporter, as if daring the man 
to ask another question. 
Though he feels compelled 
to explain himself, Hansen 
refuses to allow even 
a shred of defensiveness 
to fall awav. He feels 
at war with the world 
and must keep eternallv 
vigilant. 

"Your former comrades 
have vowed. to drive you 
from wrestling." 

"I heard that," Hansen 
acknowledges with a 
mirthless smile. Ivan Koloff, 
especially. He says I 
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Ivan Koloff runs from Stan Hansen (above) but he cannot elude him for long. 


Once Hansen catches Koloff (opposite page), the Russian Bear is in 


serious trouble. 


betrayed him and traitors 
deserve to' die. Well, he 
knows where to find me. And 
he knows where his friends 
can find me." Involuntarily, 
Hansen looks around, 
almost as if he fears they 
indeed knew where to find 
him. 

"Why did you decide to 
turn on your friends?" 

"They were never my 
friends," Hansen snaps, his 
teeth clenched so that the last 


word appears to be a growl. 
'Those bums never did squat 
for me. Koloff, especially, 
uses people and then throws 
them away. If you're really 
in trouble and turn to Koloff 
for help, then you'rereally in 
trouble. 

"Let's say I gottired trying 
to convince myself I was 
right. I'm an ambitious guy 
who doesn't like to take 
orders. I guess that makes 
me like most every other guy 
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Hansen knows his mission will be a 
difficult one. He knows he has earned 
the wrath of wrestling's societv of 
rulebreakers. He knows Koloff, in 
particular, will stop at nothing to end 
his career. He also knows his mission 
is worth any and all risks. 


they call a rulebreaker. I 
thought I knew a better way, 
a surer way to the top. I did 
some things I wasn't very 
proud of. I don't think I have 
anything to apologize for, 
but I can’t exactly call 
myself righteous. 

"One day, I got tired of 
making excuses. I. just 
couldn't buy that guys like 
Koloff were really what 
wrestling is about. So I took 
a look around and made 
some changes. 

"From now on, the fans are 
going to be proud of me. Kids 
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are going to want to grow up 
to be like me. When I walk 
into an arena, I want people 
to say, There goes a great 
wrestler and there goes a 
decent man.’ That’s not too 
much to ask. 

"Wrestling has been real 
good to me, and I've been a 
parasite. I've taken every- 
thing from the sport and not 
given a damn thing back. A 
man can't live like that. Well, 
I did live like that, but I can't 
any longer. 

“Maybe by beating KoloffI 
can give a little back. People 
should realize a rat like 
Koloff needn't be a winner. 
He can be stopped. I'm the 
man who can do it. 

“Im not kidding myself. 
When Koloff and I get into 
the ring, it won't be textbook 
wrestling. It'll] be war, dirty 


war. Sooner or later, one of 
us will get hurt so bad that 
his career will be over. It's a 
risk I believe both of us are 
willing to take. We each want 
to be the man who drives the 
other out of wrestling. 

"I want to stress I’m doing 
this for wrestling. I want it 
seen by thousands that 
Koloff can be stopped. If it 
was a personal thing 
between me and him, Id 
settle it in a parking lot. No, 
Ive changed and I want 
people to realize that." 

At this, Hansen stops and 
his lips curl menacingly. He 
knows what the next 
question must be, and he 
knows there are no words to 
answer it. 

“Why should anyone 
believe you've really 
changed?" 
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Hansen runs Koloff facefirst into the timekeeper's table, hoping to further open

The lips reshape into a bad 
imitation of a. smile. In 
almost a whisper, he replies, 
"We'll have to see, won't we?" 

For the past couple of 
months, we have been 
seeing. In his matches 
against Koloff, Hansen has 
been brave and ferocious. At 
the same time, he knows that 
Koloff isn't his only enemy. 
Rulebreakers from all over 
the country are coming at 
him, determined to make him 
pay for betraying them. One 
by one, asking no mercy and 
expecting none, Hansen 
takes them on. It's a killing 
Schedule, and one that 
logically must lead to tragedy. 

When Hansen is asked why 
he insists on this inhuman 
schedule, he simply replies,

SUPERSTAR BILLY GRAHAM 


UPERSTAR BILLY GRAHAM is the most 

feared wrestler in the World Wrestling 
Federation . . . This native of Paradise Valley, 
Arizona, stands 6'4" and weighs 260 pounds . . . 
First became involved with professional wrestling 
through his family, Luke, Jerry, and Eddie Graham 
. . . Made his professional debut in 1971 in Los 
Angeles at the Olympic Auditorium where he 
defeated Mando Lopez ... Left the West Coast to 
wrestle in the AWA in early 1972 . . . Feuded with 
Wahoo McDaniel, Ivan Putski, and AWA champion 
Verne Gagne . . . Had a very bitter rivalry with Ken 
Patera, who debuted in the AWA after participating 
in the Olympics . . . Graham allied himself with 
Bobby Heenan, Baron Von Raschke, and Horst 
Hoffman . .. The latter months of 1974 saw 
Graham wrestling in Texas where he continued to 
feud with Mil Mascaras, as well as beginning new 
rivalries with Rocky Johnson and Andre the Giant 
. .. Arrived in the WWF for the first time in 1975 
under the tutelage of The Grand Wizard . .. Stayed 
in the WWF for nearly two years, then left the area 
to wrestle in Florida where he cultivated a major 
feud with former AWA partner Dusty Rhodes . . .

The Crippler Claims Another Victim 


N THESE DAYS of slow motion 

and stop action, we tend to 
forget that violence is, above all 
things, swift. In a matter of 
moments, everything can be 
changed. Afterward, one thinks 
back on the hours before 
disaster as some golden time 
protected by the ignorance 
of fate. 

Such it was that horrible night 
in Madison Square Garden. 
Chief Jay Strongbow was battling 
nobly on the brink of victory 
against Ray Stevens. Then, 
almost before anyone realized it 
was happening, Stevens 
captured Strongbow in the 
dreaded piledriver. Swiftly, 


' Stevens leaped in the air, 


smashing Jay's head into the 
canvas and forcing his neck to 
twist in a frighteningly unnatural 
position. Devastated, Jay lay in 
agony on the canvas. A stretcher 
was required to remove him to 
the dressing room. 

Less than two hours later, 
Strongbow was in a hospital bed. 
The doctors exámined and X- 
rayed him, searching for injuries 
they hoped never to find. 
Fortunately, they found nothing 
to indicate the injury will be of a 
permanent nature. After a few 
days of hospitalization, 
Strongbow would be fit. Until 
the next time.

A voung doctor left Strong- 
bow's room after telling the 
wrestler that there was no 
permanent injurv. The woman's 
jaw was set, and she could barelv 
hold in her rage. 

"What that man's body 
suffered," she raged later while 
being interviewed in the 
cafeteria, "has nothing to do 
with sport. He came within 
inches of needing a cane for the 
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rest of his life. There's no excuse 
for that. Have you ever seen a 
man permanently crippled from 
a piledriver? Have you seen him 
forced to be drugged for weeks 
to relieve the pain? Maybe more 
people should. Then somebody 
would stop Stevens. 

"Why does he get away with 
it? People know the damage the 
piledriver causes. Hell, | can 
bring in 50 cases where Stevens 


forcibly rearranged men's spinal 
columns. The first time he used 
the piledriver should have seen 
him suspended. The second time 
should have seen him expelled. 


Banned for life. We're not 
talking about sport here. We're 
talking about brutal and 


permanent injury to a human 
being. If you consider that sport, 
then something is horribly 
wrong. 

“I've seen other victims of 
Stevens," she continued. "That 
Il be seeing more in the future 
infuriates me. Something stinks 
here and it's the commissioners 
who allow Stevens to wreak 
his havoc." 

One doesn't need to see more 
than one opponent of Stevens to 
know something stinks. Still, the 
commissioners claim their hands 
are tied. 'Everv time they ban a 
maneuver, it causes untold 
complications. People start 
demanding other, less harmful 
maneuvers be banned. There is 
an element of risk in professional 
wrestling everyone must realize. 
The piledriver, they contend, is 
one of those risks. When asked if 
protecting athletes is simply too 
difficult for the commissioners, 
one official, who prefers to 


remain anonymous, replied, “It 
seems that way, doesn't it." 

Part of the difficulty springs 
from Stevens' brilliant move in 
splitting his contract between 
Freddie Blassie and Lou Albano, 
two of the most notorious 
managers in wrestling. If any 
commissioner was brave enough 
to even suggest banning the 
piledriver, those two evil minds 
would be over the poor official 
like a bad cold. They'd use legal 
and illegal tactics to thwart any 
such move. Stevens has 
protected himself coming and 
going. 

The day after Strongbow came 
out of the hospital, he spoke 
quietly to a gathering of 
reporters. Like any intelligent 
man, he was scared. Like only a 
few of the bravest, he was ready 
to ignore that fear for the good 
of wrestling. 

"| don't know if I can stop 
Stevens," he admitted, “but | do 
know only a wrestler can stop 
him. You can legislate against the 
piledriver, but he’ll only come up 
with something more evil to 
replace it. The enemy isn’t the 
maneuver but the man. I’m 
ready to take on the man. Facing 
Stevens is always dangerous, and 
| don’t know what will happen

and no exercise in the world will 
make it 100 percent again. But if a 
man can't risk himself for a 
principle, what good is he?" 

Strongbow also admitted that 
friends in and out of wrestling 
have asked him not to wrestle 
Stevens again. They say the Chief 
has done his share, more than his 
share. He can't continue 
suffering the  piledriver and 
expect to escape each time. 
Sooner or later, permanent 
injury is inevitable. 

Strongbow knows the people 
are right. He also knows that 
sometimes right and wrong

| point this out because a lot of 
people labor under the 
misconception that muscular 
men have to be musclebound 
and this is just not the case. 

| have shown photos of Paul 
Orndorff to friends of mine, and 
they all ask the same thing: 
"How can he bea good wrestler? 
He's too musclebound! ' 

Well, Orndorff is currently the 
Georgia National champion, 
having. defeated the Masked 
Superstar for that honor. You 
certainly can't rise that high in 
the sport of wrestling unless you 
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have the flexibility to execute 
your maneuvers. 

Hell, | saw it along with 
everyone else on national 
television: Paul Orndorff 
demonstrating his training 
regimen with the help of Brad 
Armstrong, showing how he can 
break out of the Superstar's 


cobra hold. 

You know, l don't think there's 
another man in all of wrestling 
who trains harder than Paul 
Orndorff.

Orton is a 
man with abundant talent, but he needs the proper manager to help him utilize 
that talent. Sir Oliver Humperdink would like to trv to be that manager, but 
Orton has wisely declined to accept the infamous manager’s offer. 


large enough to fit a fat red-haired 
manager through: It seems that 
Humperdink's so-called contract 
contains only one signature, that of 
a fat red-haired manager. “We had 
a verbal agreement," Humperdink 
said. “This issue is far from settled." 
Humperdink said he had spoken 
to his attorney about the case, but 
he would not elaborate further on 
what legal action he might take. 


Though he doesn't care to admit 
it, Humperdink made a bad 
mistake in announcing his signing 
of Orton prematurely.
